Free Listening 


To his already uncounted list of election 
promises, Dr. Manion has added an offer 
to abolish radio licenses if the voters will 
only commission him to organize the “best 
brains” cabinet he proposes. In as much 
as he has not yet said who would be in the 
cabinet, for the excellent reason that he 
does not know, the validity of this promise 
is aS open to suspicion as all the rest. 
What a group of unknown men would do, 
in this or any other matter, neither Dr. 
Manion nor anyone else can say in ad- 
vance. 

That aside, this latest bid for votes is 
a proposal that people who have no radios 
be made pay the listening charges of 
those who have. Radio-owners now pay 
about $3,000,000 per year of the $3,500,- 
000 it takes to operate the Broadcasting 
Corporation. That three millions would 
have to be made up in some way if the na- 
tional broadcasting system was to be con- 
tinued on a free listening plan. 

It could only be made up by advertis- 
ing if seven times as much advertising 


matter was interlarded between  pro- 
grams and items as is now carried; in 
which event there would soon be more 


dead radios than lives ones in the land; 
and the advertising patronage would 
dwindle away. To keep the system going 
on the present basis of a maximum of en- 
tertainment and instructional features 
and a minimum of advertising, the three 
millions would have to be taken out of 
general revenue—that is, out of the 
pockets of the general taxpayers. 

But perhaps it has come to Dr. Manion 
that some of the “best brains’’ would very 
much like to destroy the national broad- 
casting system and leave the field again 
to privately-owned stations. The infer- 
ence is pretty clear, for a radio license at 
$2.50 for a whole year is now the best 
“buy” on the entertainment market and 
there has been no apparent desire among 
listeners to give up the service for the 
Sake of the cost. 

Undoubtedly if the national system 
were abolished and the ether turned over 
to private concerns radio licenses would 
have to be free, for that is all they would 
be worth.

Buying Canada’s War 
Supplies 


By GRANT DEXTER 

OTTAWA.—Charges are being made against 
the methods used by the government in purchas- 
ing war supplies. C.C.F. candidates are declaring 
that the government has knocked out the 5 per 
cent profit limit, enacted by parliament in 1939, 
and that, in consequence, war contracts are now 
being made at extravagant prices. Conservative 
criticism is more sweeping. Hon. Harry Stevens, 
speaki ng at Fort William on March 4, said: 

. +. profiteering in... war contracts is notor- 
ious and scandalous.” 

For the reason that war purchases are now 
being made almost entirely by the War Supply 
Board, these criticisms are aimed at that body 
and, to a lesser extent, at its predecessor the 
Defence Purchasing Board, Here is the record 
of war buying in the past year: Prior to 1939 
buying was done by the National Defence de- 

riment and several “cost plus” contracts were 

entered into, There was so much criticism, how- 
ever, that in the 1939 session the Defence Pur- 
chasing act was passed and on July 14, 1939, the 
Defence Purchasing Board was established. This 
act limited profits to 5 per cent. 

On Sept. 27, an order-in-council was passed, 
under the War Measures act, freeing the Defence 
Purchasing Board for the 5 per cent limitation. 
This is the order referred to by C.C.F. speakers. 
The order, however, did more than this. The 
Board was compelled to call for tenders and to 
accept the lowest tender. “These regulations 
may be departed from only in cases of urgency 
due to military considerations of the moment or 
for other good and sufficient reason, and in any 
case the grounds of the departure shall be clear- 
ly recorded.” 

On Noy. 1, the War Supply Board was creat- 
ed and took over the duties of the Defence Pur- 
chasing Board. Again, there was no limitation on 
profit. But the War Supp!y Board was given 
greater powers than the former board had 
possessed. The War Supply Board was em- 
powered to organize ‘the resources of Canada” 
for the securing of munitions and other supplies. 
The board actually can compel industrialists to 
accept contracts on its own terms, or it can take 
over their plants and operate these plants as it 
pleases. The board must, wherever it is practic- 
able to do so, call for tenders, but need not 
accept the lowest bid if it is deemed too high. 
Moreover, all war contracts must be on the basis 
that can be terminated the moment the 
war is over. This last provision is criticized by 
industrialists and bankers alike. They claim that 
a war contract, because of this provision, is 
uncertain and is not a sound base for credit. 

The board has not yet used its reserve 
powers. But apparently it came near doing so 
in awarding the contracts for anti-submarine 
ships. In cese, the board refused al] tenders 
because they were deemed to be too high. The 
board fixed a price which was considered fair 
(it was lower than the lowest tender) and 
asked the shipyard owners to accept it. Had the 
price not been accepted, the Board was pre- 
pared to compel the shipbuilders to accept it. 
Had the shipbuilders refused, the board was 
ready to take over their yards and operate them. 
These extreme powers were not used because 
the largest shipbuilding firm finally accepted 
the board’s price and satisfactory agreements 
were worked out with other shipbuilders. 

No doubt there is a disposition to believe 
charges of inefficiency in war purchasing be- 
cause of the last war. People remember the scan- 
dals of 1914, 15 and 16. Not until 1917 was the 
War Purchasing Commission established. Until 
then all the departments of the Dominion gov- 
ernment competed against each other in pur- 
. There was no unified purchasing author- 
n Britain, France or Italy. Scores of agen 
se governments bought in Canada in cor 
with buyers for the Canadian govern- 
ment, There were more buyers than sellers and 
prices soared. This time, however, Canada 
entered the war with a war purchasing organ- 
The Allied governments have also 
t hed war purchasing authorities that buy 
in Canada through the War Supply Board. In 
the result, all war purchases in Canada are made 
by one body. There is but one buyer and many 
sellers. 

This set-up already has saved the taxpayers 
millions of dollars in lower costs and the savings 
he months ahead will be greater. Between 
July 14, when the Defence Purchasing Board

began operations, and Feb. 29 the contracts 
awarded by this board and the War Supply 
Board total] approximately $92 millions, and 


comprise some 8,000 contracts. The War Supply 
Board is now handling between 400 and 500 con- 
tracts per week, involving, on average $4,000,000 
per week. The men in charge of the board are 
outstanding industrialists, lawyers and business 


executives. Most of them, like the chairman, 
Wallace Campbell, and Henry Borden (nephew 
of Sir Robert) happen to be Conservatives. 


Many of them are working and working very 
hard without taking a dollar for it. 

The details of contracts awarded are pub- 
lished from week to week. It is impossible, of 
course, to calculate the profits on these con- 
tracts. But the method being followed is well 
known. Competitive bidding is the rule. When 
articles have to be bought for which competitive 
bids cannot be obtained, the bourd gets prices 
from Britain and the United States and calcu- 
lates what it regards as a fair price for Canadian 
production. Where such costs cannot be obtained, 
the board awards what is called a tria) order 
and places its own engineer and accountant in 
the plant to check costs. A fair price, to apply 
to further orders, is thus worked out. 

It is fair to say that members of the War 
Supply Board have stated that many Canadian 
industrialists have taken contracts below a price 
which the board would have regarded ag fair. 
This is particularly true of the clothing industry 
and of work being done on the airfields. There 
are industrialists who do not want to make a 
dollar out of this war. They will never receive 
credit for their patriotism in this part of our war 
effort there are no decorations for distinguished 
wervice. 

There are others who desire to “cash in” on 
the war, And there is the great majority that 
is content with a small profit. 

At Ottawa you will encounter some critic- 
isms of the board but always the charge is that 
the board is too keen on price cutting and too 
slow in awarding contracts. Among some of the
